are  absolutely  essential  if  this  country  Is  to 
mea.su re  up  to  the  responsibnilies  of  lis  nation- 
hood. 

The  tragedy  of  the  Dominion  at  this  Juncture  i 
In  Its  aflairs  is  the  lack  pf  a  Churchill,  or  even  j 
anyone  resembling  him.  in  driving  force  and  far- 
.seeinj?  vi.<!inn  It  is  mere  polif ielan.s.  not  states- 
men, lliat  Canada  lias  been  breeding  in  recent 
years  There  is  no  Sir  Robert  Borden  as  there 
wa.s  In  the  Great  War;  no  Sir  Sam  Hughes,  who, 
with  all  his  impulsive  faults,  was  a  factor,  by 
his  energies  and  his  lofty  patriotism,  in  arousing 
tlie  country  to  a  high  pitch  of  enthusiasm  and 
resolution.  Such  men.  wherever  they  are  to  bo 
found,  are  not  in  the  Government.  Instead  there 
is  tlie  .spectacle  of  politicians  clinginK  like  barna- 
cles to  the  rock  of  office,  instead  of  reforming 
themselves  and  calling  to  their  counsels  men 
of  patriotic  initiative  and  enterprl.se,  nf  organi/'- 
ing  ablhty,  and  with  the, will  and  the  determina- 
tion to  Insure  that  this  Dominion  throws  its  all 
into  the  Allied  effort  to  prevent  Totalltarianl.sm 
smothering  mankind.  What  Is  lacking  at  Ottawa 
is  faith  and  fire,  resourcefulness  and  energy, 
courage  and  resolution,  and  the  inspiration  of  a 
i;rcat  cause.  Instead  of  these  virtues,  which  are 
demanded  at  a  time  like  this,  there  Is  a  Govern- 
ment enmeshed  In  red  tape  and  timidly  asking 
th<j  i)eople  to  put  forward  their  be.st  efforts,  when, 
what  should  be  done,  is  to  marshal  all  the  ener- 
gies'of  the  land,  requisitioning  and  placing  them, 
as  m  Great  Britain,  where  they  will  be  of  most* 
avail.  '  .  j 

The  Dominion  has  reached  a  turnpike  on  the ' 
ritad  of  fate  when  she  must  decide  If,  for  the 
inainienance  of  the  rights  she  now  possesses,  it 
Is  worth  while  to  assume  all  the  responsibilities 
those  rights  entail  Great  Britain,  until  the  War 
is  won.  has  given  up  civil  rights,  is  conscripting 
man  power,  and  her  Government  has  the  au- 
thority to  conscript  any  or  all  of  her  re.sources. 
These  sacrlflcest^  for  the  time  being,  are  ekceed- 
ingly  heavy,  but  the  preservation  el!  ultimate 
liberty  Is  worth  them  all._  If  Canada  places  Uip 
same  high  price  on  her  freedom  she  can  do  no 
less  than  the  Moth«rland  Is  doing.  Preparatory 
to  such  sacrifice  a  reorganization  of  the  Govern- 
ment Is-a  vital  need.  It  should  be  reconstituted 
without  regard  to  political  party,  and  should 
include  foremost  Canadiana  not  now  In  politics 
who  will  serve  with  the  sole  purpo.se  of  mar- 
.shailing  the  country  s  resources  on  a  lull  war 
basis. 

There  is  an  imper.'^tlve  need  for  a  nrwly  en- 
visaged conception  of  what  Canada  should  con- 
tribute towards  the  War  as  the  sands  are  running 
out  m  Kiiropcs  liour  Rla.s.s.  So  far  all  that  the 
Guverninent  has  done,  all  that  it  cuntemplates 
doing  at  some  tiitte  in  the  future,  is  due  to  the 
spur  iif  public  opinion,  and  111  uli.itrver  it  has 
accomplished,  and  also  in  what  it  has  in  view,  | 
it  still  lags  far  behind  what  Is  demanded  by  the  > 
crltfcal  period  through  whicli  the  Empire  is  pass-  ' 
Ing.  It  is  futile  now  to  remind  the  Government, 
as  it  v/ds  reminded  last  September,  that  all  that 
Canada  can  do  will  be  needed  before  the  Empire 
emerges  victoriously  from  this  deadly  struggle. 
It  is  the  present  and  the  future  that  are  now  the 
immediate  concern,  and  It  is  because  the  Govern- 1'

.nnd  whatf^ver  other  virtues  can  be  summoned 
to  the  counsels  of  Ottawa,  are  what  the  people 
want.

A  week  ago.  Relazlone  Intemazlonale,  recog^ 
nized  as  the  organ  of  the  Italian  Foreign  OfRce. 
said:  "We  are  knowingly  tranquil  and  let  us  add 
that  we  have  no  scruples."  When  Italy  lights,  this 
organ  says,  its  objectives  will  be  Tunis,  Corsica, 
Nice,  DJbouti  and  the  Suez  Canal  These  objec- 
tives imply,  if  they  are  correct  in  an  age  of  lying, 
that  what  Signor  Mussolini  will  aim  at  is  control 
of  the  Mediterranean  rather  than  actively  taking 
part  in  support  of  Germany  s  campaign  in  France 
and  against  the  shores  of  Great  Britain. 

^Tliere  is  no  reason  to  believe  that  Italy  will 
withhold  her  hand  for  long.  Totalitarian  Powers 
need  no  pretext  for  entering  upon  war.  They 
4arUf^  without  any  nettfteattent  and  Italy  may 


adopt  the  German  ruse  to  excuse  aggre.sslon  by 
saying  she  desires  to  take  Greece  under  her  pro- 
tection after  she  has  made  her  move  in  that 
direction  What  is  known  is  that  whenever  she 
strikes  it  will  be  through  full  understanding  with 
Berlin,  and  in  every  probability  along  lines  pro- 
posed by  Herr  Hitler  Military  experts  are  in- 
clined to  discount  any  hkelihood  of  Italy  at- 
tempting an  offensive  against  Prance  through 
Switzerland 

There  ha.^  I^een  little  speculation  recently  about 
Turkey's  part  in  a  war  in  the  Mediterranean.  It 

IS  taken  for  granted  tiiat.  if  Greece  Is  attacked, 
Turkey  will  go  to  her  defence;  so  will  the  Allies, 
i  iu  key  would  then,  automatically  become  one  of 
»hc  Allied  Powers,  and  the  War  would  be  ex- 
tended throughout  the  Near  East  and  Northern 
Africa.  It  would  thus  have  spread  to  two  other 
continents,  as  was  the  case  in  the  Great  War. 
The  potential  belligerency  of  Italy  has  kept  a 
large  Allied  force  at  its  stations  in  the  Near  East 
and  held  British  and  French  battle  fleets  in  the 
Mediterranean.  This  pall  of  suspen.se  is  a  part 
of  the  technique  of  the  Ronie-BerUn  Axis.  It 
win  be  dissipated  when  Italy,  as  sha  inevitably 
will,  throws  her  weight  into  the  aeale  of  ag- 
gression.
